‘JAPAN'S BID 
FOR TRADE 
PACT WITH 
PHILIPPINES 


Manila, Feb. 28. 

The Japan-Philippine talks 

on a treaty of amity, 
trade and navigation 
enter the crucial stage 
tomorrow with a discus- 
sion of Japan's bid for in- 
clusion of the “most- 
favoured treatment” 
clause in the proposed 
pact, 

Tomorrow’s session Is expcet- 
ed to bo based on the’ treat- 
ment clause. 

Japan setks treatment here 
for {ts nationals and companics 
“no less {ayourable than that 
accorded to nationals and com- 
panies of any third country.” 

In his first official comment 
on the negotiations on Friday 
President Carlos P. Garcla told 
his regular press conference 
that ‘the Japanese demand was 
being considered im he talks, 

During the opening of the 
talks, the Japancse Ambassador, 
Mr Morlo Yukawa, sald the 
most favoured nation treatment 
his country secks is based on 
hs principle of non-discrimina- 
tion. - 

But the Ambassador made it 
cloar..that Japan does not cx- 
pect to ‘get the special treatment

“More impor- 
tant, they aro ready {fo do their 
considerable share in producing

The Board found that Amerl- 
rans plan to: buy ‘18 per cent 
more cars and 11 per:cent more 
houses during the next six 
months than they were plan- 
ning on buying at this time last 
year the demand is about as 
strong In other areas. 


Personal. income 


‘The Board pointed tb ‘record 
personal {ncomes, which last 
month reached an annual rate 
of $393,300,000,000 and an in- 
creasing availability of moncy 
for consumer loans. The con- 
sumers have the financing with 
‘which to satisfy their wants, it 
1said, 

The drop of housing 
struction will cease in April: or. 
May, because of o greater supply 
of funds for mortgages, the 
Board predicted, 


It also supported car manu- 
facturers who hope for o “sales 
explosion” in the spring to spur 
that lagging industry. 


A decline in the yield of 
corporation bonds has caused 
Investors to renew interest in 
home mortg Federal Hous- 
ing Administration - insured 
mortgages paying 5% per cent 
ean be bought at 96.4 cents on 
the dollar. On a typical 12-year 
per cent ylelded by top quality 
corporation bonds. . 


Insurance companies have al- 
ready alloted more money for 
home mortgages in 1960, and 
bankers are studying the trend 
closely. Searclty of mortage 
money has been a primary cause 
for declining house construction. 


Capital spending 


Another bright ray in the 
spotted economic sky is the out- 
look for capital spending. Some 
economists predict that this will 
absorb the slack which has 
occurred in inventory buildups. 


Corporations are in their most 
Mquid position in years, and 
there is a growing tendency to 
put surplus cash into, new 
plants ond  cquipment. ' The 
Journal of Commerce said that 
capital investments may reach 
an annual rate of $37,400,000 in 
the fourth quarter, compared 
to an estimated $34,400,000,000 
for the first quarter of this 
year, 


Union Carbide, for one, sald 
that its 1960 capital expendi- 
tures will “increase  appreci- 
ably” over the $136,000,000 
ppent last year, Goodyear Tyre 
and Rubber has putborised ex- 
penditurcs of 10;000,000 for 
this. year, © compared 
$78,000,000 authorised last year 
and $55,000,000 actually spent. 


Mr William W. Prince, Pree 
sident. of Armour &.

THE crafty fox, most persistent of all Britain’s 
wild creatures, is threatened by a new enemy. 


After being chased for cen- 
turies by huttsmen, trapped, 
gassed, and shot by farmers, he 
fs going down to a mysterious 
disease, 

Like myxomatosis, which 
almost wiped out:the fox's own 
quarry, the rabbit, ft appears 
to have come from abroad. 

Foxes are dying in hundreds 
from encephalitis, a virus disease 
which causes blindness and 
death in a matter of hours, 
Nobody knows where it has 
come from, but it is known to 
exist on fur farms tn America. 


Spreading 


Since December the discase 
has appeared in at least nine 
counties, ranging from Lincoln- 
shire to Kent, There are now 
rumours that {t has appeared in 
Cheshire and Northumberland. 


This rapid spread is astonish= 
Ing, because the fox docs not 
Jive in colonies as the rabbit 


docs. ‘ 

Nobody mows how many 
foxes there are sormally in 
Britain, but the number must be 
very high, 

Ministry of Agriculture experts 
estimate that. up to 40,000 are 
kitied by fox destruction 
societics, hunts, and farmers 
every year. One hunt can kill 
300 foxes in a good season, and 
there are more than 200 packs 
In Britain.
